E 
cordially participate in the joys of the: thirteenth annual ‘meeting of the 
Representatives of the people of Alabama ; and it adds to my exultation, 
that Ibelieve, in proportion to- the increase of the number of its years, our 
State rises in respectability and: consequence in the scale of the Union. 
We have cause for renewed obligations to the beneficent Dispensator of 
blessings to the human family, for health ; an unisually.abundant reward 
to agricultural industry pand the promising success of our public insti- 
tutions. . a Sy : i : 

The framers.of that instrument which defines your powers and mine, 
aid secures to the people their rights, aware of the constant recurrence of 
objects important te the public: weal, which demand the attention of the 
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` Legislature, appointed sessions at short periods. And being ina co-ordi- 
nate department at the commencement of the present session, it is my 
duty to recommend to your consideration, such measures as. I may deem 
proper subjects of Legislative action. I perform this task with Jess diffi- 
dence, feeling assured that such measures as I shall recommend, coming 
within the pale of your operations, will receive from you such attention 
as their importance, and the good of society may require; and from‘a 
conviction that your numerous body, immediately from the people of the 
diferent sections of the State, will have knowledge of suchj objects, in- 
volving the welfare of the community as shall have escaped notice in my 
communication ; and that those, for such omission, will receive no Jess 
the unremitting and scrutinizing attention and deliberation of your ho- 
norable body. . 
The University of Alabama was »repared for the reception of students 
on the eighteenth day of last April, since which time, witha vacation of 
ten weeks, it has been in active and successful operation. The number of 
students is now eighty-eight, and others expected shortly. It is a source 
of much exultation to the the infant State of Alabama, to hail the com- 
mencement of an institution which, from its ample endowments, its 
healthful situation, its connexion by a navigable stream with seaports and 
fertile countries, from which may be easily obtained all the necessaries and 
comforts uf life not furnished by the productiveness of the neighborhood, 
premises to rival any institution of the kind in the United States. No- 
thing but a misdirected administration of its resources, can preventits most 
extensive usefulness in the Republic. I congratulate the State on the 
fortunate selection of a President and Professors. With pleasure do I _ 
express my entire belief, that their qualifications are in all respects equal 
tothe discharge of the duties of their respective departments ; and that | 
their exertions accord with their feelings of deep interest in the prosperi- _ 


ty of the institution. .. 

Permit me here to recommend to your consideration the propriety of 
allowing to the Trustees of the Uinversity compensation for their services, 
without which a proper attention to the expensive discharge of their 
duties cannot, ought not, to be expected from persons whose indispensi- 
ble qualification is aresidence in a distant part of the State. 

On a judicious adjustment of a circulating medium, in a great degree | 
depend the happiness and facilities of social and commercial intercourse. 
A sound and well regulated currency is preventive of difficulties, and 
promotive of an easy and friendly communication between nations, be- 
tween stgtes, and between individuals. The subject of banking is, 
therefore, one which the Legislature of every community, involved in its 
varied intricacies and dangers, ought to view as a matter of the deepest 
concernment. Hf banking be'considered ‘essential in facilitating commer-. 
cial action, it is proper to inquire how banks may be established upon. 
principles of republican legislation. If we yiew banking as a tax upon’ 
the citizens, for the purpose of raising revenue to defray the expenses of 
government, we arc able to recognize the power of a State to become # 
banker as legitimate, and yet sustain the principles of equal rights to the 
citizens. Banking is a tax, because by it a revenue is collected ; and this 
revenue is inseparable from the aperations of successful banking, because 
of its necessity to sustain the credit of the paper. . oo! 

. The State of Alabama, in the exercise of its legitimate and constitution- 
` al power, has become a banker. It has established a bank founded on 4 
* permanent capital, which issues and lends a paper currenty at a moderate 
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interest. The interest constitutes a revenue to be applied only to public. - 
© uses, and is acquired by an indirect mode of taxation to raisga State 
revenue, Because the taxis paid voluntarily byindividuals who borrow the 
paper, it does not change the character of the operation ; it is still a tax, 
transferred by the individuals to the public? It will not, I suppose, bé 
pretended, because an-innkeeper pays for his license voluntarily, that he 
does wot thereby pay a tax. But because a State has a right to tax its 
` citizens ta raise a public revenue, it does not conclusively follow, thata 
State has the legitimate power to transfer that rightto an incorporation; 
_ or varying the expression, to tax the citizens for the benefit of the indivi- 
duals of an incorporation. Under the general laws of Alabama, indivi- 
duals have not the right of associating themselves together with banking 
privileges ; therefore, when the Legislature, by an act of incorporation, 
grants these powers to an association, those individuals thereby receive 
and exercise privileges, from which other citizens of the same commilnity 
are excluded. The nature of these privileges may be readily’ seen, by a 
very slight examination of the operations of a private stock bank. A 
“set of men,” in their corporate tapidcity, issue their notes, by which they 
promise to pay a specified sum of money; an individual wishing'to obtain 
_ some of those notes, presents his note to be discounted, by which he pro- 
mises to pay a specified sum of money. The operation is au exchange of 
notes. Butin the exchange, the individual is required to pay a premium, 
the tax. Where shall we look to find the reason of the difference in the 
value ef the credit of these -parties ; the reason why this “set of men” may 
require this tax, this tribute of the individual? The parties to the trans- 
action are equally solvent; the credit of each is intrinsically equal to that 
of the other; they are citizens of the same State, subjects of the same 
government; on the face of the notes the promises are made in the same 
obligatory language, to pay in the same specific dollars. The reason is not 
found here. But when we turn to the statuté book, in an act of the Le- 
gislaturé ofa government purporting to be founded on the equal rights of 
its citizens, we find the reason. I do not intend to insist that the esta- 
blishment of company banks is contrary to the lettereof the Constitution 
of Alabama ; for that instrument stems to recognize the right. of the Le- 
gislature to create such banks. My object is to show, that to establish a 
company bank,, is not legislating strictly on principles of equal rights, 
which ought to be the polar star of every American Legislator, and is 
contrary to the true policy ofa Republican government. Suppose ano- 
ther State to apply to the Legislature of Alabama fora Bank charter, with 
the usual company bank restrictions, to authorize that Spate to establish a 
bank in Alabama for the purpose of raising revenue. The President and 
Directors would be chosen from ‘the stockholders, who, in this case, 
would be the citizens of the applying State. This bank would be constitu- 
‘tional upon the same principles that the company banks are. But would 
its establishment be good policy in the Legislature? Would the appli- 
cation not be rejected, because it would be establishing a separate interest 
in our State? Because the bankers would manage the institution, so as to 
produce the greatest revenue, regardless of thé interest of Alabama. If 
this argument be good, it will apply with equal force to any .campany of 
individuals, clothed with banking powers. Without régard.ta place of | 
residence, State, citizenship, or other interest, they will pursue that course 
in the management of the institution which will produce the largest divi- 
dends, because it will be fortheir own emolument. It is a correct course 
of legislation to sansaves to produce a coincidence between duty and in- 
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eerest. Where this is wanting, the citizen is apt to be imfaithfal. The 


establishment of a company bank, is the erection of a separate Interest jn 
a State, and it is exclusive, confined to a few. It is absurd to sav, that 
because, by the terms of the charter, it seems to offer stock to all who will 
purchase, therefore its priviléges are not exclusive. , This is like a thon- 
sand persons running to obtain shelter in a house, that will contain only an 
hundred. Persons using this argument, will more certainly reachaheir 
object by creating a bank, in which the whole fonds shall betong exclusive- 
ly to the government; the citizens will ten be equally interested. Ta 
this way the Bank becomes incdrporated with, and composes a part of the 
government; and hence, is not Hable to the objection of being a separate 
interest. : 

The bank of the United “Stites is a compaay bank, in which four fifths 
of the stock is owned by individuals. There are-tweaty-five Directors, 
twenty of whom are chosea by the individual stockholders, the re maining 
fiye by the President of the United Sunes. The number chosen by the 
individuals is sufficient at all times, ta control the direction of the bank- 
It is, therefore, a separate interest, aud liable to all the objections of other 
company banks; and much more alarming in a gos ernment, because of its 


immense capital, and its powers to'extend its ramifications throughout the . 


Union, in defiance of State authorities. These Directors have chartered 
authority at their discretion, to establish at any point or points ip your 
State, a branch, or branches, of amisnamed United States Bank, no other 
than a powerful monied institution, for the e nolument, and under the di- 
rection ofa few individuals, of different States and Nations. Where are 
your state rights, when twenty five men, private citizens, have a right, thus 


to trample upon vour authority? Callectors of tariff duties are officers of 


government, and the tax which they collect is for public use ; bur the na- 
tional banking tax collectors, are privae citizeas, not material of what 
nation or country, collecting a tex within the fhvits of your State, probar 
bly against its consent, and for their ownaggrandizement. F respecttul- 
ly submit to your consideration, the propriety of making a strong and de- 
cided expression against tie policy of re chartering the Bank of the Uaited 
States, especially on its present principles, asd svi h its present powers; 
and discounténancing (fur that is the timit of your state right,) the esta- 
blishment of other branches in the State of Alabama. 

It is worthy of notice, that when the Constitution delegates powers to 
Congress, itis frequently und: r specified Hmijations, .iz: the power to 
lay and collect taxes. Xe, is under the restriction, that they must he uni- 
form throughout the United States. But when Congress exercises a power 
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not expressly given, it is without limitation, because the framers of the 


Constitution, not anticipating any pretensions tò a claim tosuch power, | 
made ño restrictive provisions.” Such is the case inthe establishment of 

a rational Bank, jf Congress have the pawer, itis limited only by their own 

discretion hence ,a danger of State sovereignty not being sufficiently 
regarded, and hence a necessity of the States beiug particularly watchful on 

those subjects of usurped legislation. If th eswhlishment of-such an in- 

stitution be indispensable to the welfare of the nation, would it not be ad- 

visalle that each State in which 4 branch may be established, shall be al- 

lowed to purchase so.much of the stock in the branch, as will give to he 

State the control of its direction. In this way the power an ! influence of the 

Bank will be divided among the Stites, and not concentred entirely in 

the- General Government, or in the hands of individuals. 


l The growing condition. of the Bauk of the State of Alabama equalstke — 
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highest expectations ofits most sanguine friends; and its sutcessful opera 


+ tion will doubtless continue so long,as the Legislature exercisetheir wotite - 


ëd caution, in procuring ability and integrity in its direction. I would. 
‘suggest the propriety of enlarging the bank capital, by the sale of Srate 
stock, so as to authorize the establishment of a branch at some eligible 
‘point, without injuring the operations of the mother bank. This willen- 
able the institution to extend its accommodations, and with greater cone 
venience to the citizens; it will also »diminish the inducements to esta- 
. blish a branch of the Bank of the United States within the State. 

Itis unnecessary at this day to produce argument to prove to citizens 
_of Alabama, that duties on articles of foreign, for the purpose of protect- 
. ing domestic manufactures, operate-partially on the citizens of the United 
States; unjustly and oppressivi ly on those of oursection; and that, as a State, 
we ought to be decidedly opposed to the policy of the American System. 
It would seent folly to oppose argument to the absurd idea, that the ime 
position of a tax, or duty, on any species of fabric, will not enhance its 
price to the consumer ; and until this be true, we are sufferers, and canwot 


favor the policy, There is. however, much diversity of opinion on the . 


subject ofthe extent to which we may legitimately oppose the existing tariff. 
There are some who believe, that asa sovereign State, we have.a right 
ta determine as to the constitutionality of a tariff law 3 and having decid- 
ed it tobe unconstitutional, to declare it inoperative and void in the State, 
and resist the execution of the law. Others are of opinion, that the jus- 
tice of our cause, set forth by sober argument, in remonstrance or memo- 
rial, will ultimately succeed imalieviating our grievances ; and should this 
fail, they believe there is yet another course to be pursued which ought 
to precede the arb trary exercise of State sovereignty. The idea of States 
being politically united, implies a federal government ; and to preserve a 
healthy action of the system of the Union, it is necessary that this Go- 
vernment should have the power to: make certain general laws. The Le- 
gislative powers of the government of these United States are vested in 
a Congress. The- Federal Constitution defines the powers of Congress, 
also designates the obje:ts of legislation, If Congress, therefore, enact a 
law on a sebject design ited, and within the pale of their authority as pre- 
scribed, by the Constitution; itis binding on the different States of the 
confederation ; otherwise itis unconstitutional, and not binding, Fure 
ther to illustrate the ided : The Constitution vests in Congress the pow- 
er “to lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts, and excises ;~ i also pree 
scribes that “all duties, inyposts, and excises shall be unifies througiout 
the United States.” [f Congress, therefore, enact a law ts tay and collect 
duties which are uniform throughout the United, States, Wz Taw is within 
„the prescribed powers, and binding on the States ; but i the ‘ities be 
not uniform throughout the. Uniled States, the law authors., ‘telr cols f 
lection is unconstiutional, ane not binding on the States, 

But Congress, by the enactment of the law, have said, that the duties 
are uniform throughout the United States, (otherwise they had not th. 
power to enact the law,) and therefore constitutional, 

But the State of Alabama says the duties are not uniform throughoud 
the Unitéd- States, and therefore the law is not constitutional. Mere ts, 
the issue. Huw is itto be tried? FE think not by battle in the first reari. 


The judicial power. of the United States is vested in a F ederal, Sppremiy — 


aid other inferior courts, and extends to “all cases in law and equity, 
atising under this Constitution, the laws of the United States.” &c. But this 
_ ase arises under the Constitution or laws of the United States therefore, 
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thislaw is cognizable by the Federal, Supreme, or other inferior courts. 
But the Federal Court decides the case against the State. Truly; and 
the decision establishes a part of the Constitution which before was in 
dispute. But the evil still exists. And the law which oppresses us, has 
` been determined by the proper tribunalto be constitutional. The fault 3s, 
therefore, in the Constitution; it vests too much power in Congress.~ The 
next inquiry is, how is the Constitution to be amended? The instru- 
ment itself has pointed out the mode. “Congress, whenever two-thirds 
of both Houses shall deem it necessary, shall propose amendments to this 
Constitution ; or, on the application of the Legislatures uf two-thirds of 
the several States, shall call a Convention, for proposing amendments, 
which in either case shall be valid to all intents and purposes$as part of 
this Constitution, when ratified by the Legislatures of three-fourths of 
the several States, or by conventions in three-fourths thereof.” Urged 
by the existing evil, the States instructs its Representatives in Congress 
to endeavor to procure propositions to amend the Constitution: memo- 
riels and petitions are employed ; all exertions fail, a concurrence of two- 
- thirds of both Houses cannot be obtained. The State endeavors, by rest- 
inutions and otherwise, to procure a concurrence of a constitutional ait 
ber of the Legislatures of the several States, to anply for a Convention to 
propose amendments. A concurrence ef the competent number cannot 
be obtained. Grif constitutional propogitions of amendment be made, 
the Legislatures or conventions of three-fourths of the several States will 
not ratify the proposed amendments. iy the law be unconstitutional, 
for want of power m Congress to lay duties to protect domestic manufac- 
tures, instead of to raise revenue to support Government, or for other 
reason, the question may be tried in like manner. : 
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Having now exhausted ail the means known to the Constitution, and 
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consistent with the Union, to obtain relief {rom legal oppression in vain,” 


if the evil still exists and be insufferable, it is now the State may begin to 
calculate the value of the Union, {a painfyl reflection to a heart that has 
always cherished a belief that its value is incalculable.) Itis now, by re- 
verting to the first principles of self-protection, the State may nullify the 
acts of Congress by declaring them inoperative and void withia its limits, 
and set up for itself. But before it fakes this step, it ought carefully to 
weigh the advantages of secession, against those of the Union, and see 
that the former clearly preponderate. Having said thus much, I would 
submit to your honorable body the propriety of making some expression 
on the subject of the present Tariff, and the means which ought to be em- 
ployed in opposing it, er procuring its modification. I will here also sub- 
mit for your consideration, a copy of the addresy'to the people of the Unit- 
ed States read by Mr. Berrien from the, federative committee, to, and 
adopted by the anti-tariff convention. j 

A conviction of the highest considerations of public duty induces me 
to direct your attention again to a subject, the importance of which has 
been so often pressed on previous sessions of the Legislature by my pre- 
decessors, that little remains to be said with which you are not familiar. 
To afford such practicable facilities to the commercial interests of our 
growing country as their exigencies may require, certainly falls within the 
legitimate sphere of legislative action. In tracing the vestiges of ancient 
States, in whose councils, munificence, guided by, wisdom, presided, the 
remains of commercial improvement and other undertakings, mark the 
advanced state of’ society, and: attest the empire of the arts of peace. 


Whilemilitary achievement has shed lustre on nations, works of public — 
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utility, tending to the hap iness: and welfare uf society, record the eze 
ercise of superior virtues, and afore nobler monument: of tus and 
lasting glory. Ses o. . i 
While we feel a degree of becoming pride in the consciousness thatthe 
State of Alabama stands pre-eminently distinguishcd on the map of our 
country for its natural commercial’ advantages, yet there are works of 
public improvement, the accomplishment of which are impetiously called 
for by the growing wants of our flourishing country, and whith would iR- 
alculably tend to the promotion-of the welfare and prosperity of the 
State. Among these, the -connection of the Tennessee and Alabama 
waters, as well on account of the magnitude of the undertaking, as of its 
high importance to extensive and various sections of country, whether 
regarded in a military or commercial point of view, whether as a project 
of anational or local nature, command our early attention. While this 
subject presentstto the General Government, in drawing together and 
preserving in political concord the distant parts of a widely extended 
country, ai objectinviting to patriotism, and interesting to its reputation; 
the commercial interests of the State impel .to the most Intense efforts in 
promoting the same object. The events of the last war, yet fresh in the 
_ recollection of us all, admonish, that ifa hostile fag should again wave 
along ‘our coast, it is to the interior we mnst look for the means of de- 
feace, in men and the munitions of war. By an improvement of the kind 
here recommended, a dircct intercourse would be opened between our sea- 


board, and the populous and fertile regions of East ‘Tennessee, Western ` 


Virginia, North Carolina, and a respectable portion of Georgia, by which 
the effective forces and supplies could speedily be conveyed to our assis- 
tance and relief. ‘Thus valuable in a state of war, its advantages would 


be more sensibly and beneficially experienced duting the prevalence of * 


peace. It would pouréhto the bosom of Alabama the rich produce- of the | 


sections of country beore eramerated, consisting of commodities which 
our necessities most urgently require, viz: Iron, Bacon, Flour, Lard, 
Butter, Rope,and-Bagging many of which articles we now procure from 
the North Western States. by way of New Orleans, loaded with the ac- 
cumulated charges consequent upon a long, circuitous, and dangerous 
navigation, frequent tran s-shipments, merchants’ commissions, and other 
expenses, which genevally swell the price of the article by the time it 
reaches the consumer, to an amount double its original cost. This in- 
creased expense is taken from» the pockets of our citizens, and would, as 
has been shown by unerring calculation, ia two years, amount to a siim 
equal tathe accomplisifment of the proposed undertaking, thereby drain- 
ing the country of its circulating medium, to the manifest injury of all in- 
terests, and all classes and conditions of men. _ Another desirable effect 
„attendant on its consummation, would be the Bneentration of the trade, 
export and import, of an extensive tract of country, (of itself adequate to 
the support‘of a large city,) upon Mobile; thus contributing to the crea- 
tion of a great commercial emporium within our own limits, than which 
nothing serves more effectually to give character to a State. It would 
give new impulse‘to the productive genius and industry of the country, 
calling inté profitable employment thousands of honest individuals ; open- 
ing new and unthought-of avenues to the-accnmulation of wealth ; and 
‘would bring into immediate and successful cultivation millions of acres 
of lands, blessed with fertility of soiland salubrity of climate, whose na- 
tural disabilities, without the assistance of art, condemn them to perpetual 
waste and wilderness. The high estimate which is placed upon this-trade,

in other pacts, may be readily inferred’ from the fact, that great struggles: 
arenow making by Virginia and South Carolina, tb open for it an outlet 
through their respective territories, by a railroad. across the Aleghanies, 
to an Atlantic port; either of which projects, in their accomplishment, 
would involve an expenditure incomparably extravagant, in proportion to 
“the amount necessary to carry into execution the! aforementioned im- 
prevement, And shall we, with all the advantages which nature and tirə 
cumstances have combined in our favor, supinely fold our arms in cold 
indifierence, and see that wealth seized upon by others, which may be 
regarded as the rightful property of our own citizens? To this question 
the Represeatatives of the people will retuen to their constituents a pro- 
per answer. Of the proper manner of prosecuting this desirable object, - 
whether by the incorporation of a joint stock company for the whole 
wark ; ar by undertaking the work at State expence, for public benefit; 
or whether aid should be solicited from the General -Government, in 
electing that which is sa evideatly à national concern ; or whether by ca- 
nal ar railroad, is for the wisdom of the General Assembly to determine. 
ia your deliberations on this subject, you will, I haye no doubt, be much 
aided by the report of the State Engineér. 
A ‘connexion of some point above the Masele Shoals, with some point 

below these obstructions, on the Tennessee or Mississippi rivers, viewing 


. Iteither as a national or local wark. is equally desirable, and worthy of 


consideration. The formidable difficulties to navigation presented by the 
Muscle Shoals, render it advisable that the improvement recommended 
should be by railroad. ‘Fo show the great utility and practicability of 
the improvement, I herewith submit a copy of the address to the public, 
by the Corresponding Committee appointed by the Valley Railroad Con- 
vention at Courtlaad. ON 

With this superficial glance at these objett of internal improvement, I 
take leave of them, with a full confidence, that they will receive from you 
that attention, that careful. and impartial ccnsideration, to which their 


e magnitude, thei; importance, and theirintimatg connec Zion with the dearest

interests of the people of Alabama, so pre-eminently entitle them. 

‘The crowded docket of our Supreme Court adm psishes that something 
is defective inthe system. ‘The Judges, alter discharging the duties of 
their respective circule, are unable to commend amore time than is sufi- 
cient to do half the quantity ofthe business which has accumulated in the 
Supreme Court since its last previons term. Asthe State becomes more 
populous, business will increase, and: there will be a consequent increase 


> ef Hiugation? I. therefore, recommend to your ‘notice the propriety of 


establishing a sepwate Supreme Court to consist of three Judges, who 
will le able to held such terms as the business of the court’may require. 
Parties will chen be able fo obtain justice ja a reasonable time, the delay 
of which, under the present systeni, almost ampunts to a denial; and 
which must be very desirable to a community, and to Judges of a Court 
wef dernier resort. they will have time for reading, and the examination of 
important principles, on the correct settlement of which may depend much — 
of the security of life, liberty, and property to the citizens. . 
I would respectfully direct your atteation to the inquiry, whether the 
punishment of death be not disproportionate spite crime of counterfeit- 
ing and forgery. Lam aware of the impracticability of graduating punish- 
ment and crime with precision; but when the aba aie is 50 great 
‘ghar humanity revolts at the idea of inflicting the punishment ; that ail 
good feelings unite in recommending a convict ito Executive clemency, 
3 * 
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itis then obvious thata lower grade of punishment is expedient to im- 
sure its infliction, and to prevent crime from being perpetrated with im- 
punit, And while‘on this subject allaw me te recommend to vour con- 
sideration the. establishment of a Penitentiary system. Preceding. Legis. 
latures have rejected the proposition, because, the resources of the State 
were thought to be unequal to the expense of erecting a snitable building. 
To obviate. this difficulty. I would recommend that the building be con- 
structed on sucli model, that part of the plan may be completed, fit for 
use, the first year; and afterwards, annnal arditions to be made, watit the 
edifice be sufficient for the exigencies of the State; and for effective tiems, 
I would advise annual appropriations from the dividends accruing to the 
State from the Treasury Fund in the State Bank. 

- Asa subject worthy of the consideration of the Legislature, allow me to 
callto your attention, the necessity of extending more fully, into the Chero- 
kee and Creek nations of Indians, within the churtered Hmits of the State, 
the civil ard criminal jaristiction of the State courts, allowing to tite . 
inhabitants, in all respects, the rights and ‘privileges of citizens, as Tar as 
is consistent with the constitution, justice, and their condition. Our ei 
tizef residing near the borders of those unceded lands, are f&equently in- 
terrupted in their rights of person and property, by lawless persons, who 
elude the pursuit af justice, bv being beyond the jurisdiction ofour courts. 
Fhe sovereignty of the State, gives to it the right of jurisdi tion through- 
out its territory. Irtis, therefore, a curtailment of tts rights to suffer a 
part of its limits to be under a distinct government, and more inconveniers 
because the government is only nominal, and not adequate to the pur- 
poses of justice. - l : 

The safety of the citizens, particularly those in the neighborhodd of the 
Seat of Government, demantis your attention, to th- insccure situation of - 
the public arms. There has beefi a late arrival cf nearly one thousshd 
muskets, with accoutrements, which, in their present situation, may be 
easily possessed hv thase whom, I fear, we have too much reason to de- _ 
nominate, a disaffected and dangerous population. A moments reflece 
tion, I think, will clearly show the expediency of erecting a State Arsenal, 
or making further provision for the distribution of the public arms. 

. The unfinished sttuation of the State Capitol will present itself for your 
consideration, and strongly urges at your hands an appropriation of the 
small amount necessary for its completion. | 

Since the Jast sessiia of the General assembly, I was informed by a 
communication from the commissioners of the General Land Office at 
Washington City, that selections of landb, made by the commissioners 
appointed to select the 400.000 acres donated to the State, to improve 
the navigation ef the Fenness e and other: rivers, not conformable to the. 
divisinns and subdivisions prescribed by ah act of Congress, making fur- 
ther provision for ghe sale of public lands, would not be sanctioned in 
that department. “And because the commissioners had ‘selected many 
tracts of forty arres, being the one half Gf the smallest legal subdivision, 
F deemed it expedient ta, and did call them together. by proclamation, 
with instructions to substitute other tracts, conformably to legal subdi- 
visions, equal to the aggregate quantity of those sclected by tracts of less 
than legal subdivisions, which service they performed. “Lwould. therefore, - 
recommend ta your consideration, the prdpriety of allowing them com- 
pensation for such extra service. aaa

Mr Smith, from the select committee appointed to wait on his Excellen- 
cy, Jahn Gaylé, to procure a copy of his inatgural aedress to both Houses 
of the General Assembly, reported that they had performed ‘that duty, and 
obtained a copy thereof, which they submitted to the Senate, and is in the 


following words: 
Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 


® 


Having been elected to the office of Chief Magistrate, I appear before you to take - 


the oaths prescribed by the Constitution of the United States and the Constitution and 
laws of this State. . 

I avail myself of the opportunity which the occasion affords, of tendering through 
-you, ta my fellow citizens, the homage of my thanks and gratitude. 

“The high estimate I place upon this evidence of their confidence is greatly enhanced 
. by the consideration, that my competitors were among the mest distinguished cf our 
citizens, for intelligence and fcr pure and distinguished patriotism. To be preferred 
to such individuals, by a majority of thirty thousand freemen, for the highest office 
within their gift, might well be esteemed a compliment by any one, however aspiring 
his ambition, cr elevated his pretentions. 

A just diffidence in my qualifications for thestation, upon the duties of which I am 
about to enter, admonishes me that I shall stand greatly in need of that political fore- 
sight and enlightened wisdom, which have heretofore characterized the deliberation 
ofthe General Assembly. If, from these sources the public gocd required that the 


high endowments of my predecessors should be liberally aided, there will exist with - 


me a stronger necessity todraw upon the same fund. The harmonious co-operation of 
the different departments of the government is essential to the objects of its institution, 
and this can only be established and maintained by that frank and confiding intercourse 
which, while it mitigates the labors ofthe public service, indicates the general welfare 
as their comzaon object, ‘I shall yield to this conviction With pleasure, and I invoke 
a corresponding disposition on your part. id 

The State of Alabama is now in the thirteenth yaer of her political existence, and 

every page of her history attests how certainly and rapidly she is moving onward to 
take her stand by the proudest of her sisters. But a few years have passed since al- 
most the whole of her territory was carved out from the wilderness; and the fact that 
her population falis but little short of four hundred thousand souls, furnishes abundant 
evidence of her saperiority over almost any other’region, in the salubrity of her climate, 
the fertility of her soil, and in her commereial dacilities. 

Though our nivigable streams are numerous, «nd to a great extent enable our 
planters to carry their produce to market, free fii m the trouble and expense of land 
conveyance, yet they are susceptible of such improvements as would be of incaleula- 
ble value. On ourcastern border, the difficulties in the navigation cf the Coosa river 
will claim the early solicitude and prompt attention of these who are entrusted with 
the management of public affairs. When the map of our beantiful State shall be filled 
out by the acquisition of the Indian country, in that quarter, there will be six or eight 
densely populated counties, covering a body of land of uncommon fertility, that will be 
denied the benefits of water transportation, which are enjoyed by our citizens every 
where else. The removal of the cbstractions which impede the navigation of this 
stream, and the connexion of its waters with those of the Tennessee, will form an in- 
teresting era in our history. It is a work that would contribute essentially to the na- 
ticnal defence, and its advantages in a commercial point of view are beyond the power 
of calculation. It isbelieved that Congress would not hesitate to make an appropria- 
tion of public funds, sufficient to accomplish these desirable objects, if it were request- 
ed. Tam aware thatthe power in the general governmentto make appropriations of 
this kind, is denied by some of our citizens whose opinions ave entitled to respect.— 
Whatever weight might have been flue to this objection originally, I conceive the 
question it involves no longer open for serious discussion. ‘The power has been exer- 
cised under every administration since the adoption of the federal constitution, on the 
most mature and deliberate consideration; and it is éxceedifigly to be regreted that 
doubts should now be raised, among ourselves, with a view of causing to be withheld 

, from us the bounty of the government, which it is lavishing upon the other States at 
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every session of Congress, which it is willing to bestow on us, and of which we stand 
so much inneed. Fhe public lands within our.limits are now rapidly disappearing 
through the government sales, and unless we avail ourselves of the opportunity and 
the means yet within our reach, we shall soon be deprived of this resource—an event 
greatly to be depricated, for it will damp the hopes and destroy the agricultural pros- 
pects of a large and respectable portion of our citizens. 

The first object of every government should be, to afford the citizens protection, in 
their great natural and inalienable rights of personal security, of personal liberty, of’ 
life, property and repatation. We are enjoined to the performance of this duty by the 
solemn behests cf the Constitution. Wherever these rights are placed upon the best 
footing, wherever they are best protected from the encroachments of the strong, and. 
the machinations of the wicked, there we find the best state of society. Vice and im- 
morality, and all the evils which follow in their train, give place te goad order, to har- 
mony, intelligence and virtue. , 

Auxiliary to this great end is the educaticn of our youth. This at least is the only 
true and faithful sentinel cf Jiberty; its shield and buckier. Learning and its compa- 
nions,religion, morality and virtue, like the star of the wise men in the east, is conduct- 
ing man tothe high and exalted destiny which awaits him. It elevates the peasant to 
an equality with the lord,ccnfounds the demagogue, and renders the arm of the tyrant 
powerless. Already has it razed to their desp foundations, many of the institutions’ 
of the old world. It has given liberty and law to France; and is at this moment, ani- 
mating and sustaining the Peles in the noblest cffort for national liberty which the 
world has ever witnessed. . 

With what anxious solicitede then, should we watch ever and protect the risin 
interests cf cur infant university? Its operaticns have been commenced under circum- 
stances promising the happiest results. The public lands which the liberality of the 
general government has bestowed on us for its support, have been generally epad 
of at the highest prices which, under any circumstances, they were capable of produc+ 
ing. ‘The amount of these sales has been well secured, and the greater part profita- 
bly and securely invested. so that jt is now as amply endowed as any similar institution 
in the United States. Suitable and commodious buildings have been erected, and emi- 
nent professors employed, who are already at their posts. About ninety young men 
are in a course of instruction, and this number will doubtless increase with the pre+ 
parations for their accommodation. rE | 

These young men, and those who are to succeed them, will sson be called to hold 
the places we now occupy. Totheir hands will be committed the character. and fate 
ofthe country. Should the proper and necessary attention be paid to their qualifica+ 


` tions for these high trusts, they will honorably continue the race, already commenced 
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with cur sister republics, of national distinction and independence, ; 7 i 
I am required by the oath I am about take, to support the Constitution of the 

United States, and my construction of that instrument must necessarily guide me in its 

observance, 


« The power claimed fora State to interpose its authority to’prevent the execution of 


an act of Congress within its limits, has giyen rise to much intemperate discussion, and 
produced an excitement which threatens the harmony, if not the existence of the > 
Union. However desirable it may be to awaken the general government to a sense of 
the injuries which the restrictive and prohibitory system is inflicting on the souther 
States, it is infinitely more important that this alarming controversy should be speedi- 
ly andamiecably adjusted. Isay alarming, becausé in the opinion of many of the great 
and good men of our country, it will lead to the catastrophe of the republic. 
On an occasion like the prosent, a brief outline of my opinion i8 all that would be 
roper, or could be expected. i , 
The Constitution of thé United States was established, itis true, by the people of the 
several States, as separate and independent communities; but it cannot be denied that 
the very act of its adepticn, for all the purposes for which it was designed, converted 
“them into one undivded whole. A governme..t was formed for the people, and it acts 
upon them individually as members of the same extensive community. The relation 
which the peaple bear the generai and state*goverzments is striking similar.—- 
Both originate from the same scurce, both operate upon the people in the same man- 
ner, aud the same obedience ‘sdue to beth. Fach is eniphatice lly the government of 
the people, and patrictism dictates that their affection. should be placed as much on 
the one as the other, A distinguished patriot of the revolution, Patrick Henry, inre- 
marking on the subject ina public address, observed that *‘a county isto a State what 


. a State isto the Union.” ‘The analogy is justin many respects, and particularly as it 


regards the rights of either to set the laws at defiance. The people ofa State, being a 
small minority of the people of all the States, have no greater constitutional right to re- 
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sist the laws of the Union, than the people of a county have to resist the laws of aState.* 
When it becomes necessary to resort to resistance, its justification rests alone in the 
principle which proclaims the right of every community to protectfitsel! against op- 
Pression, Ifthen, ours isa government of the people, if the laws ‘are made by the au- 
thority of all, and according to the forms of the constitution, it is inconceiyabie how 
the right can be set up ing single State to abrogate them. +i . 

Tfit be asked what means of redress are to be resorted to, in the cause of ausurpation 
by the general government of powers not delegated—TI answer, the same that are pro- 
vided against the encroachments of State functionaries—to the elective principle, and ` 


. to the tribunal whose province it is to restrain the Legislature within the pale of the 


constitution, If these fail, it is to be ascribed, not to any defect in the constitution, 
but for a want-of political honesty—to an absence of virtue and patriotism, without: 
which there is but little preference fer one form of government over another. . 

It was obviously the design of the compact by which the union was éstablished, to 
submit to the general government, the control of our foreign affairs, while our domestic 
and internal concerns were to be left to the management of the States. “When it is re- 
membered thar the constituticn had constantly and necessarily to be construed by ` 
thirteen States, all independent of each other, and acting without concert in obtaining 
its sense and meaning, it cannot be supposed that’ the convention weuld overlook the- 
collision which would unavoidable arise between the federal and state authorities, 
concerning the boundaries of jurisdiction. It was indispensable to the success of the 
scheme that {those collisions should be guarded against; and hence the several pro- 
visions of the constitution on this subject, form a prominent feature in that instrament. 
R The constitution and laws of the United States, and treaties made under their au- 
thority, are declared to be ‘the supreme law of the land, and the judges of every State 
shall be governed thereby. The judicial power shall extend to all cases in law and 
equity arising under the eohstitution and laws of the United States, and treaties made 
under their authority.” Should these provisions in the national compact be observed’ 
with adue regard to the objects they were designed to attain, and be submitted to in 
‘the spirit in which they were adopted, occasions for complaining against the ugurpa- 
tions of the federal or state governments would seldom occur. § ` 

Give tothe judiciary its legitimate participdtion in the operations of government, 

and it will be found as a wall of defence—a sanctuary to which all may flee with full 
confidence of protection. It will be unmoved alike by the assaults of ambition and 
the excitements of prejudice—unconnected with the stife of contending political par-- 
ties, and uncontaminated by the passions produced by arty animositr, it will hold the 
even tenor of its way, dispensing justice with an impartial hand, and deciding upon our 
rights in the very spirit of the constitution. 
k From these and other views, which the occasion does hot permit me to express, I 
am thoroughly convinced that the constitution does not authorize the power contended 
for, and that the exercise of it could have no other effect than to introduce. evils great- 
iy more to be deprecated, than those of which it is intended to be the remedy. It may 
possibly serve fer the time to mitigate the disease of the body politic; but it would at 
the ee time diffuse a poison into the system, that sould not fail to bring on prema- 
ture decay. $ i = : 

Should the President conceive that his duty requires him “to see that the laws be 
faithfully executed,” of whick there is but little room to doubt, the war of argument 
would cease, the strife of blood would commence, and the government would perish 
amid the perils and horrors of civil discord. Bntif these apprehensions be groundless, 


and incontrovertible: , 

‘The constitntion was formed by the States, that is by the pesplein each of she States, 
acting in theif highest soyercign capacity; and formed consequently by the same au- 
thority which formed! the State constitutions. Being thus derived from the same 
source aš the constitutions of the States, it has within each State the same authority 


* The following is the opinion of Mr Madison, which is believed to be conclusive 


- as the constitrfion of the State, and is as much a constitution in the strict sense of the 


term, within its prescribed sphere, as the constitutions of the States are within their 
prescribed spheres, but with this obvious and essential difference, that being a com- 
pact among the States, in their highest sovereign capacity, and constituting the peo- 
hile thereof one fieofile, for certain purposes, it cannot be altered or annulled at the 
will of the State individually, as the constitution af a Statė mny be, at its individual 
will, A political system that dces not provide for a peaceable and authoritative ter- 
mination of concurring controversies, would not be more than the shadow cfa govern- 
ment. The object ofa real government being tlie substitution of law and order, for 
uncertainty, confusion and violence. . 
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jf the prediction be verified which has been made by the advocates of this doctrine, 
that theexecutive would yield the right thus claimed fora State, the result would not 
be diferent. If it be allowed to one State to resort to this experiment, the example 
will soon be imitated by others: acts of nullification will become as frequent. as the - 
sessions of Congress. In this way the constitution might linger for a few years through 
a sickly existence; but it would at last be driven tothe same fatal destiny.  «

laws to suppress the evil practice of duelling, extending to disqualifica- 
tion from office or the tenure thereof, as they may deem expedient. The 
_ framers, therefore, of the constitution,regarded the practice of duelling as 
- an evil which ought to be suppressed by the imposition of heavy penalties, 
and gave full power to the Legislature for that purpose; and altho’ judging 
from the language of the constitution, the provision on the subject of du- 
elling does not appear to be imperative on the Legislature, yet. when it is 
remembered that no power or authority is given by that instrument but 
what is designgfed to be practically exercised, the committee cannot re- 
sist the conclusion that the true spirit and intention of the provision in 
question, does require the General Assembly to enact laws for the purpose 
therein mentioned. “ l . 

But admitting there were no constitutional provision on thesubject of 
duelling, the committee would ask if the moral duty of the General As- 
sembly would be lessened to suppress a practice so detrimental to the 
peace, happiness and good order of society, One of the first duties of 
every goyertinent is the protection and safety of those who live under it, 
if all the evil passions and propensities of man were let loose, unrestrained 
by legal sanctions, social, moral, civilized society could not ‘exist, and 
government would become worse than useless. A paternal government 
will not only protect the persons of its citizens, but it will by all proper 
means, blast and destroy their prejudices, when their indulgence lead to 
the perpetration of crime, reform their habits when bad, and give a proper 
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tone and direction to their sentiments. ` Your committee conceive there 
is no absurd custom, no criminal practice, no irrational prejudice that re- - 

quires more strongly, the interposition of the correcting hand of, Legisla- 
tion, than that of duelling. Deriving its origin from the darkest and 
most barbraous ages, when power and violence gave law, and religion” 
and learning were unknown or maintained but a precarious and uncertain 
existence. It has'maintained its tyrannic sway, and been handed down, 
generation after generation, lessening, it is true, ateach remove when all 
that left its original force and attraction, Feudal pride, blind superstition. 
The folly and madness of knight errantry have ceased to exist. If du- 

' elling were only resorted to on adequate occasions, when some deep and 
vital injury had been inflicted, and where the laws provided no remedy or 
redress, the practice of duelling so far’at least aS human institutions are 
concerned, might be tolerated. But how often is it resorted to on the 
most frivilous pretexts, for causes that would hardly create a serious dif- 
ference, the gratification of some quixotic humor, or some fancied slight 
or insult, fanned by sickly and ridiculous notions of honor. 

True honor, by which alone mankind should be governed, is based upon, 
moral virtue, all else is spurious. Your committee need not recur to the 
individual misery which has been visited upon mankind, nor to the many 
valuable lives that have been lost to society by the practice of duelling; that | 
by ig many virtuous and innocent families have been made to fuel the keene 
est sorrow and anguish, and our country deprived of some of its noblest 
héroés and. most enlightened statesmen; yet such reflections would well 
enter “into the propriety of maintaining and enforcing the laws. Your 
committee, aware of the difficulty of entirely suppressing duelling by mu- 
nicipal regulations, they believe however that much may be done and that 
much has been done by the very law proposed tobe repealed; and that by 
a steady and unyielding perseverance in the policy which dictated it, such 
a direction will be given to public opinion, aided and sustained by the sanc- 
tions of the law itself, that the practice will be sooner.or later entirely sup- 
pressed. In most of our sister states much good has been done by the 
imposition of heavy penalties against duelling, and a rigid enforcement of 
them. -In the State of Virginia famed for the true honor and high-chi- 
yalric character of her citizens, there is a law similar to ours; no instance 
has occured of the Legislature of thatState having granted relief, and the 
consequenceis, the practice or rather crime of duellinghas almost completely 
vanished from the State, and perhaps in three fourths of the States from 
its seldom occurrence, it is hardly to be regarded as an existing evil.— 
Is it proper then that we should disregard the happy effects of the policy 
that has prevailed in the other Statés, the good effects. of our own law; the 
subject under-consideration, and repeal that law? Your committee con- 
ceive not: thatto doso would be giving a sanctiontocrime, disregarding the `; - 
dearest interests of society, and utterly contrary to the feelings, wishes, 
and opinions of nearly all the moral and religious portion of the citizens 
of the State. Ifthe policy of repealing the law were left to the people, it 
is bélieyed that not one in ten would be io favor of it.

A message from the Governor by James I. Thornton, Esq: 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of ihe State of Alabama: 
Executive Orricet, Dec. 3, 1831, 

Believing that all information in relation to the causes which tend to 
incite our colored population to insurrectionary movements, would be de- 
sirable to the General Assembly, I transmit a copy of a communication 
from David Crawford, Esq. solicitor of the first judicial circuit; and also a 
copy ofa letter from Mr James M’Kee, to the police of the city of Mo- 
bile. These documents declare the fact, thata slave has been breught in- 
to the State, who was sent from North Carolina for distributing seditious 
publications. There is every reason to believe that others of the same de- 
scription are among us, and that many more will find their way through 
the agency of negro speculators, unless speedy ‘and effectual means be a- 
dopted to prevent their importation. Slaves of bad character can always 
be purchased by those trafficers in human flesh, at low prices, and unless 
the arm of the law be interposed in behalf of our people; it cannot be ex- 
pected that they will be exempt from scenes sjmilar to those which 
have been so afflicting to our brethren of Virginia... © - 

Itis believed that the encouragement given to our slaves to learn to 
read, and the practice of preaching by them to large assembles of their 
own color, are the fruitful sources of many of the evils to be apprehended? 
It has occurred to me that nothing could be more desirable than the pas- 
sage of laws by ali the slave holding States, to prohibit the exportation: 
as well as the importation of slayes for sale. I doubt not but that such’ 
an understanding might. he had among them as would bring about this 
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event. It would effectually prevent the mischief growing out of the intre- 
duction of slaved'of everv description, and would at the same time achieve

hasalready passed the Senate. Entin relation to the preperer most efficient means of 
preventing and suppressing such publications without the limits of this State, by precu- 
ring the infliction fjust punishment upon their authors and circulators, your committee

have had much difficulty. The cpinion was suggested, that an application, by way of me- 


moriai to Congress, onthe subject, might he the means of effecting an object so desirable 


and necessary in all the slavcholding States; but, upon examination and reflection, © 


your committee became fully satisfed, that it! was a subject over which Congress 
could not rightfully exercise any cintrol whatscever, no power being delegated to them 
for that purpose by the constitution of the United States; that Congress does not pos- 
sess the power tointerpose and arrest an evil so dangerous and alarming to all the peo- 
ple.of the slaveholding States, and sp well calculated, If persisted in, to preduce a se- 
rious misunderstanding between said States, and these in which such publicaticns are 
permitted to be made, is deeply to be regretted. If rash, wicked and bigoted fana- 
tics are suffered, under the shield and protection of the laws of the States in which 
they live, to poison the minds of cur slaves, to render them more dissatisfied with their 
_condition,. and excite them to acts uf viclence-and bicod-shed against their masters, 
the harmony of the Union will be greatly disturbed, and the destructicn of the unfor- 
tunate race thus madly and crinjinallyjattempted to be benefitted, will be the proba- 
ble catastrophe. Such consequences, it is the duty of every man who loves his coun- 
try or humanity, to avert by all the means in his power. . The superintending control 
and management cf a subject which so intimately concernasthe national welfare, would 
be better vested in Congress than in the several States, because of the inability of the 
latter to exert an anthority and influence co-extensive and commensurate with the evil. 
If such publications were made in the States mast deeply interested in preventing 
them, their present powers would be amply sufficient for that perpose. But such un- 
fortunately is not the case ; they are made in States distant from those whese peace and 
security they are intended to destroy, and where their laws cannot reach them, and 
hence the necessity of a more general and pervading power than these States possess. 
In the opinion of your committee, the mest probable, if not the cnly, means cf preventing 
such publications being made and circulated, will be to indece the constituted authori- 
ties of those States in which they are made, to exert what powers they possess for that 
purpose. Itis hoped and believed, that no State will be foand so lost to a sense of justice, 
gocd feeling, and humanity, as not to pursue a course so reasonable in itself, and so.in- 
dispensably necessary to the well-being cf the slaveholding States, if requested to do-sc. 
Your committee would therefore sespectfully submit, that it isnecessary and proper 
for the Governor of this State to open a correspondence, as early as convenient, with 
the Governors of those States in which publications have been, or may. hereafter be 
made, tending to excite rebellion and insurrection amongst our slaves, for the purpose 
of inducing them tc procure the adeptien and enforcement of such measures as will 
in their respective States, effectually suppresé an evil of such fearful and dangerous 
magnitude. ~ And in conclusion, your committee suemit the following resoluticns : 
Joint resolutions in relation to the suppression of publications of 4n incendiary eharac- 
i ter, in. other States.

One fact, 
however, may be safely assumed, that no Bank, the capital stock of which is not more 
than five times greater than this, opensso Jarge a number of accounts; nor is there eny 
in which the officers have less relaxation from labour, consequently no reduction in their 
salaries can be made, to harmonize with justice cr eqnity. Butin accordance with 
that divine} injunction that, “the labcurcr is worthy of his hire,” it is respectfully sug- 
gested the salaries be increased in seme degree corresponding with the capital of the 


Bank, and theconsequent increase of labour in all its different departments, so as to - 


make the salaries of the different cificers and servants of the institution stand 
thus, viz: President, $1000 per annum, Cashier, 2600; Teller, 1560; Diséount

there exists scarcely ahy difference of opinion, Nearly all regard the system of pro- 
tection us essentially unequal and unjust, as taking from the agrfeulturalist the profit 
ta which his industry entities him for the purpose of bestowing it cn the manhufaégturer. 
it can neither be wise or expedient for Congress ta persist in a course of policy mathe, 
‘ed by such consequences, and which has in addition, produced a spirit ef deep dissa- 
tisfaction and complaint amcndst the peaple ofthe Scuthern States generally. Fha 
Congress pogasses the power to “ery and collect taxes, duties, imposts and excises, 
to pay the dfs and provide for the commen defence of the United States,” is freely 
and readily admitted; andso far as it may be necessary for these purpcses, duties to 
any amount my be imposed,- But here the question very naturally presents itself, 
was thc tariff of 1824 cr 1898 necessary forthese purposes? Did the payment-of the 
debts or providing for the common delence require any increase of revenue at either 
ofthese periods? No one con answer iv the affirmative; noone an cdeny that atthese 
_perieda the revenne of the gavernment was amply sufficient to pay the current and 
aiginiry expenses, and ten millions annually of the public debt; besides large sums 
i Fisted to chjects of internal improvement. Hence some other ground must bere- 
Pee. Xo for the purpose of sustaining’ the acts nguestion; anz yourcommittee respect- 
y submit, that, viewed as regulatiens of cemmerce, they are equally indefensible, 
After the pericds of their passage, ttade and commerce were in a highly flourishing 
condition; and it is noterions that all the great commercial cities of the United States, 
where the intcrests of commerce are best understood, were decidedly cppossed to 
their passage, and have remuired so ever since. Can any measure, which lessens ex- 
change, and to which all persons interested-in, or connected with commerce are un- 
gualifiedly averse, be regarded as a preper cr necessary regulation of commerce? Ir is 
presumed net: it would be unreasonable to suppose so. Why, then, were the actsre- 
ferred ta passed? To this question but one answer can be given—they were passed for 
the protection of domestic manufactures. The-fact isnotoricus and cannot be denied. 
And, however necessiry or expedient this policy may be toa portion of the people of 
the United States, itis a policy to which the people of Alabama cannot subscribe; they 
are engaged in agi vars they have no interest in manufactures; and they view 


their protection as inimical to their prosperity b¥ unjustly and unnecessarily increas- 


ing the price of articies of necessary ccnsumption, without causing any increase, but 
as rather depressing, the value of their great article. Your committee, therefore, 
are of opinion, that itis highly inexpedient for Cengress to persist in this policy, and 
thatit ought to be resisted by all constitutional and proper means. It can neither be 
wise or patriotic for Congress to persevere in a policy so objectionable to a large and 
highly respectable aud inteligent a portion of the people of the United States. 

In reference to the address of the Free Trade Convention, your committee would 
remark, that the principles which it contains, has, as they believe, met the cordial 
approbation of the peopleof Alabama. And it is confidently believed that these prin- 
ciples will be rigidly adhered to by those who now approve them. If Congress, ina 
spirit ofjustice and conciliaticn,should adept the liberal and enlightened views contain- 
ed in this address, all cause of disconcent, dissatisfaction and division which now exists 
will he removed, and we will agajn be a united and happy people; a consummaticn 
devoutly to be desired by every American bosom. 

ʻ The system of internal improvement, as adopted under Mr Monroe’s administra 

tion, and subsequently continued, is intimately connected with the policy of protec- 
tion, The one serves to consume and drain off the excessive and unnecessary revenue 
created by the other, and serves as a plausible pretext for the continuauce of high 
tariff duties. Your committce concede that Congress possesses the power to make 
internal improvement for national purpeses; Imt they deny that either the letter or 
spirit of the cotistitution authorizes them to make internal improvements of any other 
description. And in determining the nationality of any improvement, more regard 
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should be paid to the use that is to be made of it, than its extent or focaiitye ‘For 
Congress to make or exercise jurisdiction aver internal improvements with the mere 
view of bettering the cenditicn or increasing the general prosperity of the country, 
would be an encroachment on the rights reserved ta the States, not authorized by the- 
letter or intention of the Constitution; and every attempt te exercise such a power 
shonk be met by a firm, decided, but ransiitutional resistance, by the Srates.and the 
people. It mar be very expedient, in the epiniou of the small and naorer States, pay» 
ing but little revenue, for Congress to exert ise this powers but in this opinion Alabas 
ma, possessing as she does much wealth, and paying a large amount ef the public 
revenue, cannot concur, and aguinst it she mest solemnly protester. 
Ycur committee cannot conclude without adverting ta the uphappe excitement 
which prevails in some parts ef cur beloved country, growing cut of sie subjects under 
consideration. No American citizen can leok upon this excitement hut with feelings 
oldeep regret. And it should be the earnest prayer ef every patriotic heart, ag it is 


of your committee, that anexcitement which so deeply affects the harmony end bap- 


piness of our cotnmon country, which canses even good and virtuous men to doubt the 
stability ant duration of curexcelient form of government; and which causes so much 


. invidious speculation by the enemies of freedom and the bireling sycopants of tyranny 


and oppression may be happily and fortunately allayed by a removal of the causes 
which have been prodictive'of results so deeply to be deprecated. It is the daty of 
the States and of the people to yield a cordial and zealous support te the general go- 
vernment in the proper exercise of it» canstituticnal powers; but it isc qually their 
duty to resist, by every constitutional mode, every attempt on the part of the general 
gavernment to transgress the powers delegated to it. The General Government ant 
the State Governments are parts of one entire system, the entire existence and préser- 
vation of which is indispensibly necessary to the security of our liberty and prosperity; 
but these ends, as your committee believe, can only be accomplished by g strict adhe- 


rence on the part cf the State and General Governments to the powers assigned ta, 
them respectively. : -
